It will be observed that our expenses for the past year have ex- 
eeeded our estimates. This has resulted from various causes not 
unheard of in the history of kindred institutions. We were just 
entering upon a new system, which involved an entire change in 
the whole out and in-door management; our farm enlarged; our yards 
and buildings increased in numbers » additional out. buildings to be 
bwlt ; stock, implements, seed, et¢., ete., to be purchased ; more 
help to be employed; no reduction in. the price of those things 
which we most need for use here—these, among other reasons, should 
be urged in justification of the course we have felt called upon to 
pursue. We have only expended what was, in our judgment, 
necessary, and for the interest of all concerned. We think a rigid 
inspection of the cHaracter and amount of work and labor done will 
amply demonstrate the economy and prudence displayed in the ex- 
penditure of every dollar of the money which has been expended 
here. 
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We are glad to be able to report a thriving and prosperous state 
of things in the school and farm. For details and particulars we 
refer to the treasurer,. superintendent and teachers’ reports. The 
farm has furnished healthful and profitable employment to a large 
number of boys. Our crops of wheat, corn, oats, potatoes and 
broom corn, all demonstrate the wisdom of the legislature in enlarg- 
ing the farm. Our garden has been of great service in supplying 
the inmates with a great variety, of vegetables, conducive to health 
and advantageous, every way. Our pork amounts to a very 
large sum at present prices. The willow business, while it necessi- 
tates a present outlay, will, it is confidently expected, furnish indoor 
winter employment to those inmates who evince any talent or incli- 
nation for it, and ultimately yield a handsome return, both in its 
effects upon the habits and character of the inmates and the revenue 
of the school. The same may be said of the cultivation and manu- 
facture of broom corn. Our shoe shop already is doing more 
than is necessary.for the wear of the inmates, and turns out a very 
creditable article of ‘custom work.” .Our tailor shop does the 
work for the school and something more. We have already sent out 
several boys, who have proven by their continuous good conduet and 
faithful attention to their business, that this institution can and 
willreform and return many a wild and wayward boy to usefulness 
and self-respect. We are gratified by the accounts we are constantly 
receiving directly and indirectly to this effect, 

We are frequently impressed with the idea that no one, discon- 
nected with a reform school, can fully understand the difficulties. at» 
tending the management of such gn institution. To secure a super- 
intendent and matron with a full corps of assistants and subordin- 
ates possessed of the necessary requisiteg to success, is a “ consum- 
mation most devoutly to be wished," but will not- probably be attained 
* during the term of office of the present board. It is with the ut- 
most difficulty that we.can obtain tolerable help, and almost impossible 
to retain that which is really what we want, Men and women want 
rest, society, recreation, liberty tp come and go—they donot want to 
labor day and «night incessantly, for seven days in the week. from 
January till December, -even in a.good.cause, for fair wages. Asa 
rule this is true, and the exceptions have not, to any great extent; 
-fallen in our way. This isa subject about which much might be 
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said, but this will answer to explain why we cannot always have 
things just as we would wish them in all the departmerits of the 
State Reform School, These reniarks haye no reference to the su- 
perintendent or matron now iú charge. And we will, to avoid mis- 
coustruction, say that in our judgmont no change is desirable go far 
as they are concerned. e d 

In régard to the new building, the reporf*of the superintendent 
of the building shows that it is very nearly completed, aud will be 
in readiness for occupation before cold weather, and we confidently 
expect the money appropriated Will be sufficient to finish it. ' The 
building, however, will require furnishing; our improvements are, 
many of them, inconiplete; our farm requires additional fencing, 
and so of the grounds. We cannot reasonably expect, with the 
most rigid economy, to get through the year 1869, with any less 
than thé sum asked for, $25,000. We have generally enjoyed 
very good health, considering the previous history of the majority 
of our inmates. No mortality has occurred among them since the 
organization of the school until within the past year. We have 
now to record the death of two of our males of putrid erysipelas, 
one female of inflammatory rheumatism; beth received the best 
medical attention and the most careful nursing—but they could not 
be saved. We think tho records of the public institutions of the 
country generally will disclose a heavier per centage of loss by 
death than ours. We still claim that our location is healthy, and 
challenge an inspection of our boys to prove it. 

We are confirmed in the opinion expressed in our former report 
that the change of system from the congregated to the family was 
wise. Every day proves it. The whole aspect of the school, in- 
. side and outside, in the buildings and on the farm, is changed and 
improved. We believe no inmate, officer, employee, intelligent vis- 
itor or friend of the school, would fer a moment hesitate to confirm 
all that we do or can say in approval of this change of system. 

We regret that so little is known by the people of the state of the 
operations of this school. We have frequently witnessed instances 
when visitors have left the school with very different’ impressions 
from thoge they came here with, and we think with uniformly a 
higher estimate of the State Reform Schoo]. : We do not hesitate 
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to commend ;his institution as in every respect deserving the counte- 
nance and active sympathy of every good citizen of the state. We 
extend to all such a cordial invitation to visit, examine, understand 
and judge of the scaool from personal observation. We believe it 
will excite an interest in our prosperity, which does not, but which 
ought to exist among the men who pay the taxes. 

We have uniformly received at the hands of the executive and 
legislature precisely what we have asked. We have exerted our- . 
selves to disburse judiciously, the means placed in our hands. We 
have tried to so manage this school that it might prove a blessing 
to the state, by the reformation of its unfortunate, vicious and un- 
governable boys and girls. We begin to think we can see results 
as well as processes such as we have expected and hoped for. 

Trusting that the observations of your excellency will induce you 
to endorse what we have felt authorized to say in commendation of 
the State Reform School, and that the legislative committee will 
fully examine what has been done, what is being done and what is 
contemplated, and give us the benefit of their counsel, we'subseribe 
ourselves,

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The above table but imperfectly represents the destitute condi- 
tion of a majority of our children previous tq their connection with 
the school—-orphans, half-orphans, and worse than orphans. They 
have grown up without parental care and ‘sympathy, often hungry 
and destitute of comfortable clothes. The subject of ridicule and 
abuse, they are accustomed to think all mankind their enemies. 
The power of kindness they have never known; still these children 
are often possessed of a sharp and ready wit, with keen perceptive 
faculties, but are in most cases deplorably ignorant, and astonish- 
ingly depraved. They come to us loving indolence, filth and 
viee, and hating study, work, cleanliness and virtue, They 
are often the prey of disease engendered by neglect, filth 
and exposure. Some of them have been boot-blacks, some news- 
boys, some street vagrants; others have wandered from place to 
place, homeless and friendless. They have loved no one, feared no 
one, obeyed no one. With corrupt associations, surrounded by bad 
examples, they have lost self-respect, become lawless and fallen into 
crime. : 

Sueh is the material from which we are striving to make honest 
men and good citizens. D

DEPARTMENT OF LABOR. 


This, in my judgment, is one of the important elemenis,of tho 
reformatory powers of this institution. It contributes to the health 
and development of the physical powers, strengthens the intellectual, 
and by forming habits of industry, and giving regular attention to 
useful branches of legitimate business, removes tendencies to idle- 
ness and gives tone to the moral faculties. The labor department 
is valuable also, in as much as it renders our institution in part, 
self-sustaining. I trust, in this particular, the reports from year to 
year will show inoreasingly satisfactory results. I hope to see 
products from the farm, and the avails of the shops largely in ad- 
vance the coming years. Still desirable as it is to render our insti- 
tution as nearly self-sustaining as possible, I deem it our first and 
principal business to educate and reform the inmates. On an aver. 
age they are with us only about two years. As soon as they get to 
be tolerably useful and well disposed, they are expected to go fer 
themselves ; and, as most of them are wanting in a common school 
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education, we cannot do justice to the children if we keep them from 


the school to attend to work, In short, we must work the inmate 
to reform and educate him, but not expressly to bring in a revenue 
to the institution. 


Every inmate in our institution is furnished regular employ- 
ment. `

The wheat and oat straw, a large quantity, is well stacked near 
the barn. Our share of the hay out on Mr. Hodson’s marsh is 
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estimated at ten tons. The harvest, especially the wheat and oat 
harvest, was gathered as efficiently and with as little waste ag I 
have ever seen similar work done in Wisconsin by a large number of 
hands. Many of our farmer boys manifest a commendable interest 
in their work and express a wish to makefarming a life-long busi- 
ness. All things considered the farm is a valuable addition to our 
institution.

IMPROVEMENTS. 


The barrack building, barn, wagon-shed, hen- house, corn-cribs 
&c., have been removed from the front to the rear of the grounds. 
The ** barracks’? that sheltered us when we were destitute, has 
been converted into a earpenter shop, willow basket factory and 
general storage. We shall also make use of a part for a broom 
factory. 

To the barn Has been added a granary, 80 by 14 feet, lined 
with b:ick,—a cow stable 60 by' 16 feet, an open shed for stock, a 
well fenced yard and a good well. A substantial stone structure 
-26 by 16, one story high. with slate roof, (made of the refuse from 
the main building), and containing a well, a cistern, a stone leach 
&c., has also been built This building will meet a demand long 
felt for making soap, smoking meat, cooking vegetablés for ssock 
_ and like purposes. The improvements of the year are of a perma- 
nent cliaractér, a consideration which to me affords decided ‘satis- 
faction. Under the head of improvements I wish to notice our 
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FRONT GROUNDS. 

A beginning only has been made on the front grounds, still much 
labor has been expended. Walks and mounds have been built. 
Several hundred yards of sodding and grading done. There have 
been set,— .

THH FAMILIES. 


We have made a year’s trial of our family system, and feel war- 
ranted in saying that it is a great improvement over the old congre- 
gated system. To render ‘this a complete success, we only need 
competent and efficient overseers, men and women who feel the re- 
sponsibility of their charge, and possess the heart and the will to 
execute it, Men and women who, occupying a parent's position, 
enter into their work with a parent’s love and fidelity. We have at 
present, four families of boys «and one of girls, the same as last 
year, and shall be able to organize the fifth family of boys as soon 
as the new building is completed. Ijdid not dare to hope, a year 
ago, when 1 said in my report that ‘‘ another building, to enable us 
to make five families of the boys, is much needed,” that snch a:re- 
ault-could be obtained in one year; yet such is the fact. A build- 
ing even more commodious and beautiful than either of the:former, 
is nearly ready to receive its inmates. To this prompt response we 
are indebted through your honorable body .and the visiting . com- 
mittee, to the legislature and .the.governor. 

When the new building is completad.a more perfect. organization 
of the school will be effected. This ,bnilding will be occupied hy 
the better class of boys in the institution. We propose to make ` 
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the comforts and faeilities of this family such, that it will be a priv- 
ilege to remain an inmate arid a privation to be removed from it. |

GIRLS’ DEPARTMENT. 


This is small and probably will remain small, so long as tho law 
limits the ages of commitment between seven and ten years. This 
limitation may be best while this department is continued on the 
same grounds with the other sex, but I trust the wisdom of our 
stato, before many years, will cause a separate institution to be 
erected for the accommodation of juvenile female delinquents. 
The present number of girls is only fourteen, They do the sew- 
ing work (see table); their own washing and general house work. 
Their school privileges are the same as with the boys. 
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REFORMATORY MBASURES. 


The micans eniployed to bring about the reform of the inmates are 
various.” They must vary with ciróumstances. The temporament 
of the child, and his habits before entering the school necessarily 
dictate the special treatment adopted. The general means eniploy- 
ed are mainly comprised under the following heads :

Second—Habits of industry. ` 


By this I mean labor. Manual labor ig a corner stone in the 
foundation of a reformatory structure. A majority of these children 
come to us with confirmed habits of idleness. There is occasion for 
reformatory work. We endeavor to suit the kind of work to the 
strength and capacity of the child. If reformatory efforts do not 
secure habits of industry they must result in failure. 


Third— Education, 


We endeavor to foster love of learning and intellectual culture by 
school privileges, by furnishing suitable reading, by lectures at our 
evening assemblies and by frequent and familiar conversations with 
the inmates. 


^ 


Fourth-—Moral and religious instructions. 


Moral instruction is important wherever occasion offers-—at work, 
in school or at play. We design to employ such overseers only as 
will, by example and precept, inculcate good morals and correct de- 
portment, We wish to convince all that well doing sccures respect, 
happiness and success.. Motives that induce are preferable to re- 
quirements that compel. 

Our daily morning and evening assemblings fnrnish favorable ap- 
portunities to impress useful thought and teach improtant truths— 
singing, in which all the school joins is a leading feature of the eve- 
ning assembling. Reading history, biography, scientific lectures 

and illustrations, constitute an important feature also. On the 

Sabbath religious service is heldin the forenoon and Sunday school 
in the afternoon. Thus the leisure hours of Sabbath are filled up 
with moral and religious teaching. 


Fifth— Classification and discipline. 


This includes restraints and encouragments. The school is class- 
ified by grades based entirely on conduct; all enter the school in 
the fifth grades; they are entitled to promotions on the first and 
middle of each month. The order of grades is fifth, fourth, 
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third, second, first and honor. Inmates are expected not only 
to reach the grade of honor, but to maintain position for several 
successive grade times before being discharged.

The intellectual educational department of thé institution is di- 
vided, as heretofore, into three departments, viz: primary, inter- 
mediate and senior, each of which occupies a separate room and is 
under the immediate charge of a teacher. The basis of division is 
the attainment of. the pupils, which, although followed ın the main 
yet, has not. resulted in the adoption of a strictly graded system. 

Spelling, together with defining, has been. pursued both separate- 
ly and in connection with the reading exercise. By this means the 
vocabularies of the children have been greatly enlarged and a power 
to express thoughts given, which has heretofore been. unknown to 
them and used only in the common language of the uneducated and 
vicious. Indeed. to so much purpose has this been taught, that in 
the play room it is not an uncommon thing to hear the older and ` 
more advanced pupils eagaged in TUN conyersation upon 
topics of general interest. - ) 

Writing has received its proper attention throughout the year, 
one and one half hours every week being devoted wholly to this ex” 
ercige. The scholars, incited by a desire to make their letters, 
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which they write to their friends Saturday afternoon, creditable to 
themselves, take great pains to improve ia this useful accomplish- 
ment. The large proportion who are able to write their own cor- 
respondence, together with the neat manner in whioh they execute 
all exercises upon slate and blackboard, are sufficient evidence that 
the time here spent has not Leen misimproved. 

However, the advancement in knowledge must be slow. The one 
great fact stares us in the face that the children do not appreciate 
the importance of learning. Parental instruction has not impressed 
upon them the necessity of it. To the work of arousing the de- 
sire the teacher is called, Itis a work which must be done before 
any considerable advancement can be made. In most cases this has 
been accomplished, and as a result, a general interest in study has 
grown up. 

But this is not all which must be done. If the only work of the 
teacher was to train the intellect, it were an easy task. A greater 
aid more important one must be accomplished, and he who would 
work most effectually, must do it. I refer to tho morals of the 
children. Not only must the teacher form the mind, but also the 
‘Heart; he must do the work of the parent às well as that of the 
teacher. What a task this is. the previous life of these children 
must to some degree serve to show. As a class, they have been-ac- 
customed to little or no parental restraint ; they have had no parental 
instruction, or, if any, it has been worse than none. In many cases 
the parents have actually compelled them to do wrong; they have 
been daily and hourly accustomed to the bad habits of lying, chedt~ 
ing, sweating and stealing; their home has been in the street, where 
they have been enabled to obtain barely enough to sustain, nature, 
whilé ät hight they thought themselves fortunate if they could 
find the friendly shelter of ai empty box or barrel. Such are bue 
Gircutiistanuéd which: have contributed to blunt their taczal percep: 
tiohs, suppress ail the finer feelings of their natures, and make them 
adegtsin wrong and crime, It were difficult for the sculptor to 
carve the beautiful image of his idea out of the stained and black- 
ened marble. How: much more difficult it is to form noble charac- 
ters oüt of natures.so perverted and. debased, 

Thave set forth in á general manner the progress and condition of the 
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school. Although it is not all we would wish, yet it is gratifying to see 
so many evidences of reformation. A comparison with last year’s 
statistics will, I think, prove favorable to the' pregent condition. 
Results come slowly in a work like this. We must wait for the 
future to bear the fruit of present sowing. Instruction may not 
ow do its legitimate work, yet it will in some favorable moment 
‘gain its control and determine for good the character of the in- 


dividuals. :

ADMISSION OF INMATES. 


Letters are frequently addressed to us asking for information of 
the method of securing the admission of children to the school. We 
have therefore arranged the different acts of the legislature relating 
to it, in one chapter, with reference to the volume of session lays in 
which each amendment is published. 


CHAPTER 457—SESSION LAWS, 1865. 


An act to amend chapter 286 of general laws of 1861, entitled “ane for 
the government and management of the State Reform School, and to 
repeal chapter 189 of the revised statutes, entitled ‘of the House of 
Refuge.’ ” 


The people of thé state of Wisconsin, represented in senate’ and 
assembly, do enact as follows : 


Section 1. Section one of chapter 236, of tho general laws of 
1861, is hereby amended by striking out the word '* fourteen,” where 
it ocours in said section, and inserting the word “ten,” in lieu there- 
of, so that said section will read as amended:  '' The state reform 
school at Waukesha, in the county of Waukesha, shall be the place 
of confinement and instruction of all male children under the age of 
fifteen years, and all female children under tho age of ten years, who 
shall be legally committed to the state reform school as vagrants, or 
on conviction of any criminal offense, by any court having competent 
authority to make such commitment.’’ l l 

Section 2, The board of managers are hereby directed, as soon 
as practicable, having a proper regard for their safety, to discharge 
from the state reform school all females who were received after they 
had attained the age of ten years, and hereafter no female shall be

received into said school above the age of ten years : provided, that 
this act does not require said board to discharge any female above 
the age of ten years, who was received before she had attained the 
age of ten years. 

Section 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage and publication. )

CHAPTER 286, SESSION LAWS, 1861. 


An aot for the government and management of the State Reform Sohool, and 
to repeal chapter 189 of the revised statutes, entitled “of the House of 
Refuge.” 


Section 1. (Repealed, ) . 
Section 2. (As amended, session laws 1868, chapter 18',.)— 
From and after the first day of May, A. È 1868, the superintend- 
ent of the state reform school, shall charga to each of the several 
counties in this state, in a book provided by him for that purpose, 
the sum of one dollar per week, for the care and maintenance of 
each person remaining in said state reform school, who was commit- 
ted thereto as a vagrant, or by reason of incorrigible or vicious 
conduct, or who may thereafter be received into said stata reform 
school, committed for vagraney or incorrigible or violons condudt, 
from each -f guch'counties respectively : provided, that the costs 
of the origina: commitment of all persons to said state reform 
school, shall be chargeable to the county from which the person 
committed to said school is sent; and, provided further, that it 
shall be the duty.of the superintendent of said state reform school 
to procure the arrest and return of any person esóaping therefrom ; 
and it shall also 'be the duty of any justice of the peace, marshal or 
constable, upou information of such escape, to arrest and return 

any such fugitive, as above mentioned. 

Section 8. (As amended, session laws 1862; chapter 845, section 
2.)—The superintendent of the state reform school shall keep an ao- 
curate account of the amount due from each county for the support 
of persons therefrom,-and shall annasily, vd or before the tenth day 
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of October in each year, report to the secretary of state, the amount 
which. may then be due from each county. for the year ending on the. 
each. person for whom such account is rendered, the number of weeks 
which such person has been in said gchaol during said year, and the 
amount charged for each of said persons respectively; and such report. 
shall be verified by the oath of said superintendent ap toits correct- 
ness. 

Section 4, (Hepealed.) 

Section 5. (As amended, session laws 1862, chapter 845, sec.3) 
—The secretary of state shall add the amount due from any county 
in this state for the support of such persons to the atate tax appor- 
. tioned to said county, and such amount shall-be collected and paid 
into the state treasury for the use of the state reform school. 

Section 6. (As amended, session laws 1862, chapter 345, sac. 4.) 
—The hoard of managers shall consist of five members, who shall be 
appointed by the governor and hold their offices-for three years; said 
board to be divided into three classes, and so divided that the term 
of one clags'shall expire each year, on the first Tuesday of March,’ 
and shall receive for their compensation two dollars and fifty cents 
|^ per day for every day actually employed, and ten cents per mile for 
every mile actually traveled, and shall verify their account by their 
gath or affirmation. 

Section 7. Such managers shall have the power to make rules, 
regulations, ordinanges and by-laws for the government, discipline 
and management of the state reform school, and the inmates thereof, 
as to them may seem just and proper: provided, that .such-rules 
and by-laws shall be in accordance with the constitution of this 
state and the constitution of the United States; and they shall 
haye the power to-place the children committed to.their carg, during 
the minority of said children, at such employments, and cange them 
to be instructed in guch branches of useful knowledge, as shall he 
suited to their years and capacities; and they.shall have power in 
their discretion to bind out said children, with their consent,or the 
consent of their parents: or guardians, if they have any, as appren- 
tices or servants during their minorty, £o .such persons and at such 
places, to learn puch proper trades and employments, as in their 
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judgments will be most for their reformation and amendment, and 
the future benefit of such children: provided, that the charges and 
power of said managers npon and over the said children shall not 
extra, in case of females, beyond the age of eighteen years; and, 
provided, also, that the religious opinions of the inmates shall not 
be interfered with. l 

‘Section 8. Tho said managers shall appoint a superintendent of 
said state reform school, and such officers as they may deem neces- 
sary for the interest of the institution, with a view to the accom- 
plishment of the object of its establishment and economy of its 
management ; and the said managers shall make out a detailed re- 
port to the governor of the performance of their duty, on or before 
the tenth day of October in each year, which report shall contain a 
statement of the number of persons in the school at the commence- 
ment of the year, the number received during the year, and in the 
institution at the commencement of the year, together with all such 
facts and statements as they may deem necessay to communicate ; 
which report shall be laid before the legislature by the governor. 

Section 9. All and sitgular the provisions contained in the chap- 
ter of the revised statutes, entitled **of masters and apprentices,” 
shall apply to the apprentices and servants, and the persons to whom 
they shall be bound under and by virtue of this act, and every min- 
or so bound, and the officers binding him and his master, shall be- 
subject to all the provisions of said chapter. 

Section 10. The courts and several magistrates in any county in 
the state may, in their discretion, sentence to the state reform school. 
any such male or female who may be convicted before them as a va~ 
grant, or of any petit larceny or misdemeanor ; and the several courts- 
may, in their discretion, send to said state reform school any Such: 
male or female who may be convicted before them of any offense: 
which, under the existing lawa, would be punishable by imprisonment 
in the state prison :- provided, in all cases, the term of commitment 
shall not be less, in case of males, than to the age of twenty-one 
years, and in ease of females, than to the age of eighteen years.. 

Section 11. Tle managers of the state reform school shall have 

power, in their discretion, to restore any person duly. committed to 
said school, to the care of his or her pafents or guardian before the- 
~ 8—Doo. No. $. 
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expiration of their minority, if in their judgment it would be most 
for the future benefit and advantage of such person. 

Section 12, The courts and several magistrates inany county in 
the state shallalso have the power to commit to the state roform 
school any male or female child, under the ages specified in section 
one of this act, upon complaints and due proof made to said court 
or magistrate by the parent or guardian of such child, that by reason 
of incorrgible or vicious conduct, such child is beyond the controland 
power of such parent or guardian, and that a due regard for the 
morals and future welfare of such child manifestly require that he 
‘or she should be committed to the guardianship of the managers of 
said state reform school. 9 

Section 13. .The governor shall visit the state reform school once 
at least in each year, and make such suggestions in regard to the 
management, government and discipline of the institution as he may 
deem for the interest of the same. 

Section 14. Chapter 189 of the revised statutes, entitled “* of the 
house of refuge," and all other acts or parts of acts inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 15. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
f ter its passage.

CHAPTER 106—SESSION LAWS OF 1868. 


AN ACT “to amend chapter 236 ofthe session laws of 1861, entitled “an act 
for the government and management of the State Reform School, and to re- 
peal chapter 189 of the revised statutes, entitled ‘ofthe House of Refuge,’ "' 
and the acts amendatory thereof. ' 


The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly do enact as follows : 


Section 1. The state reform school, at Waukesha, shall be the 
place of confinement and instruction of all male children between 
ages of eight and sixteen years, and of all fomalo children between 
the ages of seven and ten years, who shall be legally committed to 
the said state reform school as vagrants, or on conviction for any 
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criminal offense, or for incorrigible or vicious conduct, by any court 
having competent authority to make said commitment. 

Section 2. The managers of the state reform school are hereby 
clothed with the sole authority to discharge any child or children 
from said reform school, who have heretofore been or may hereafter 
be legally committed thereto; and such power shall rest solely with 
said board of managers, and with no other person or persons ; but it 
shall be the duty of said board of managers, and they shall have 
power to return any child to the court, justice or other authorities 
ordering or directing said child to be committed, when in the judg- 
ment of said managers they may deem said child an improper sub- 
ject for their care and management, or who shall be found incorrigi- 
ble, or whose continuance in the school they may deem prejudicial to 
the management and discipline thereof, or who in their judgment 
ought to be removed from the school for any cause ; and in such case 
said court, police justice or other authority shall have power and are 
hereby required to proceed as they might have done, had they not 
ordered the commitment to such school. l 

Section. 8. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act, are hereby repealed. 

Section. 4 This act shall- take efect and be in force from and 
after įts passage. 

„Approved April 12, 1866.

It will be seon by an examination of the act, that every inmate 
must be committed by court or magistrate. Frequent application is 
made for the admission of children, by, their friends, on the ground 
of incorrigibility, with the hope that the restraining influences of the 
school may save them from actual crime. The twelfth section of 
this act was framed with express reference to such cases, and ib is 
believed to be the most important.one in the whole chapter. Such 
cases, when committed, should at once be taken to the school with- 
out being imprisoned, as is sometimes done, in the county jail for 
several days, with matured and hardened criminals. In some cases 
more vicious examples are there seon, and more corrupt influences 
experienced than during the whole previous life. 
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Objection has been made to the term of commitment, which in 
every instance must be during the minority of the inmate. This is 
regarded by many as a period of actual confinement in the school, 
while it is designed only to give the board of managers such con- 
trol over the inmate as to secure his complete and thorough reforma- 
tion. Provision is made for the discharge ofevery one when, in the 
opinion of the board; it would be gafe and proper to do go. 

There is another reason why the term of commitment should be 
as itis. There are many children who have no parents or guar- 
dians, and who, if discharged on the expiration of a sentence of one 
or two yéars, would have no one to provide for them, and if good 
homes should not be secured at the time of their discharge, which 
cannot always be done, they would be thrown upon socioty, home- 
less and friendless, and be compelled frequently to resume those 
vicious habits from which they may have been only partially re- 
formed. It is impossible to determine the length of time necessary 
to reform any one case at the time of commitment. It must be left 
discretionary with those in the immediate charge of the school. 
Experience has shown that in a majority of cases, the average time 
is about two years, while some require a much longer period before 

they are fitted for places of trust and responsibility.
